WASHINGTON AP) — Presi­ 
dent Johnson said Thursday he 
and his key advisers, including 
Gen. William C. Westmoreland,

al troops in Vietnam.

Westmoreland, the U.S. com­ 
mander in Vietnam,

House. He joined Johnson at an

and asserted, “ I am being pro­ 
vided forces as I have recom­ 
mended.” 
Neither he nor Johnson would 
give any figure on the number 
of additional troops to be sent to 
[the fighting front. Each em pha­ 
sized this will be determined 
after consultations with South 
Vietnam and other allies in the 
conflict, who will be asked to 
boost their manpower contribu-

“ We realize some additional 
i troops are going to be needed,” 
said Johnson, “ and they will be 
supplied.”

* LEGEND — How are you fixed for 
rain? 
Tomorrow' is St. Swithin’s Day, and 
the weatherman as well as all of the natives 
are wondering if the legend about the saint 
j 
will come true this year. 
It hasn’t recently. 
The legend goes like this: “ St. Swithin’s 
Day, if thou dost rain/F or 40 days it will re­ 
main. St. . Swithin’s 
Day, 
if 
t H o u 
be 
f a ir/F o r 40 days ’twill rain na mair. 
The US W eather Bureau, which deals in 
m atters not much higher than 100,000 feet 
above the earth (and doesn’t nearly reach 
heaven) says no rain is predicted for to­ 
morrow'. 
This means a 40-day drouth here, ac­ 
cording to the legend. 


* BUT THE WEATHERMAN just can’t 
bring himself to forecast a drouth like that. 
He pointed to some statistics. 
For in­ 
stance, July 15s haven’t been much different 
from other days. 
In 1961, it rained on St. 
Sw ithin’s Day, and was dry 24 of the next 
40 days! 
In 1962, St. Swithin’s Day w as dry; yet it 
rained on 12 of the next 40 days. 
In 1963 Ju ly 15 was another dry day, and 
it rained 21 out of the next 40' days. In 1964 
it was dry again and continued without rain 
24 of the 40 days. 
In 1965. the day was rainy, but produced 
precipitation only 17 of the next 40 days. 
Last year it rained on St. Swithin’s Day, 
and the precipitation was m ost welcome, be­ 
cause Pottstown was in the throes of a long 
Spring and Sum m er drouth. 
But the rains 
didn’t continue. 
After St. Swithin’s Day, 
there were only 13 partly or completely rainy 
days in the 40 day period. 


★ WE DONfT KNOW much about St. 
S'within, except th a t he was a bishop in Eng­ 
land. 
He died around 862. 
He had asked to be buried near the wall 
of his cathedral, where passersby could tread 
on his grave and raindrops from the eaves 
could fall on it. 
When officials tried to move him inside 
the cathedral one July 15 a century later, 
rain is supposed to have fallen for 40 days. 
T h a t’s how the legend started. 
Rain or shine, July 15 now is St. Swithin's 
Day. 


if WHILE WE'RE on the legend kick, we 
may as well mention that Dog Days will be 
here within a short time; 
The astrologists 
say Sirius, the most radiant star in the sky, 
will rise July '25, and then the 41 mad” days 
will start. 
Sirius is in the constellation of Can is 
Major, “The Large Dog.” 
So ancients called 
the hottest period 
Dog Days! 
The poet 
Hesiod in ancient days s a id : “ When Sirius 
parches head and knees, and the body is dried 
up by reason of the heat, then sit in the shade 
and drink.” 
Although the advice is a p t (and not need­ 
ed by some Pottstonians), weathermen long 
have known that Summer’s discomfort is not 
caused by a s ta r but by a combination of heat 
and humidity. 
By July and August the oceans have lost 
the! r W i nt er chill. 
Days a re I on g and the 
sun beats down fiercely. 
As tem peratures 
rise, moisture evaporates and the air becomes 
muggy. 
From everv\ pond, ocean, river and stream, 
w ater is drawn into the air at the rate of 16 
million tons a second. 
Eventually the w ater 
will return as ritin, snow or hail, but while 
it is retained in the air it is the cause of con 
sderable misery. 
Evaporation slows down on a muggy S u m ­ 
m er day as the air becomes more and more 
saturated. 
Cold drinks as w'eil as people 
perspire. 


★ MI X UP — When this departm ent was 
tracking down some prize babies of 31 years 
ago who went to the Wildwood baby parade, 
a great deal of confusion resulted over Jan et 
Jones.

M ere ury S taff W riter 
The Bastille fell in P aris 188 years ago today but no 
angry populace is sweeping the streets of Pottstown in a 
similar call to arms. 
The French citizens eventually razed the large old prison 
in angry protest against the brick and mortar symbol of 
tyranny. 
Pottstown’s five year old borough jail, however,, will pro­ 
bably keep itself and its ever changing populace in peace for 
many years to come. 
It may not have all the comforts of home, but for its type 
of establishment it’s one of the nicest,. 
F orm er residents of the Pottstown jail may not look 
back with pleasure on their brief stay, but. whether they 
realized it or not, they enjoyed the benefits of “ an unusually 
good lockup.” 


CHIEF IS PROUD 
That, is the proud assertion of the m anager of Fottitown's 
most exclusive residence, Police Chief M'ilton E. Hooper, who 
makes sure things are kept tidy for any surprise visitors. 
Located in the basement of borough hall, the seven cells 
are set apart from the neighboring detective offices and 
crime laboratory. 
A large door at the foot of the stairs leads into a short 
corridor. Straight ahead is a green door with a small glass 
window—a special cell for women. 
To the right is a locked green bar door beyond which are 
six cells for male prisoners, three on each side. 
The house rules are simple but restrictive. 
As Chief Hooper put it “ We’re running a lockup and not 
a hotel.” 
After a person is arrested and brought to borough hall, 
he awaits preliminary arraignment before a justice of the 
peace, wfho sets bail and a date for a hearing. 
The prisoner then is photographed and fingerprinted, and 
those records placed in an identification file. 
Then he is escorted downstairs after leaving personal 
possessions and dangerous instruments at the desk. A record 
of them is kept and they are returned upon his release. 
“ It’s very rare when someone isn’t able to post bail 
within 6(1 m inutes,” the chief said. “ The prisoner is allowed 
to make telephone calls .right away to try to raise money for 
the bond.” 


12 HOUR STAY 
The chief estim ated that the average stay is below 12 
hours and that it is rare for anyone to rem ain more than a. 
day or so. 
Sleeping quarters are well ventilated and clean. 
In each white concrete block cell are a toilet and steel 
frame bed set firmly in the wall. No mattress, pillow or over­ 
head light. Average size is seven feet by seven feet. 
.Air vents open into each cell and lighting is provided by 
fluorescent lights that run along the ceiling of the short cor­ 
rida r. 


BASIC SERVICES NEEDED 
Although most of the 648 tem porary adult tenants who 
passed through in 1.966 were only there briefly, a few basic 
services are required, 
The most important is food, all of which is bought in local 
restaurants as takeout orders. 
“ An officer goes out three times a day,” said Hooper. 
“Nothing too fancy but the quality of the food is just t h e 
sam e as for the customers. 
The person preparing the food 
doesn’t know .who it’s for. I'f the prisoner pays costs at h i s 
trial, the food is part of the bill.” 
The chief added that a prisoner pays for his own food 
when he can do so. 
Relatives wrho bring food or a change of clothing must 
have their gifts exam ined by an officer for concealed items. 


SHAVE OR BATH 
Also, any prisoner who wants a shave or a sponge bath 
is taken from his cell to nearby facilities downstairs. 
Not many juveniles (persons under 18) rre placed in the 
lockup and they end up there only at the direction of the 
Montgomery county probation authority. 
“As a rule, juveniles are released to their parents,” 
Chief Hooper said. “ We don't al!owr any juvenile visitors 
outside of the im mediate family. That’s a rule for the pro­ 
tection of the juvenile to avoid any corruption of m orals.” 
The cells are cleaned and fumigated almost daily but 
little disturbs the calm of the seven cells below ground. 
A visitor is assured of the comfortable conditions, but it 
leaves a forbidding impression on his mind. 
The semi-darkness of the cells, the solitary prisoner 
watching the visitors quietly, the green bars and the bleak 
simplicity of the confined area—it is no place to linger. 
Prisoners can talk to each other through the bars but the 
hours must go slowly in the little world where day and night 
is no more.
